Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments to claims 49 and 50 don't 
appear to resolve the 1 12 2nd paragraph issues regarding the last limitation of each claim. The examiner recommends further amending 
the last limitation in each claim to something along the lines of, "wherein the display is shifted from a screen display in which the three- 
dimensional rotation body object is displayed at a time when the selection input is received by the selection input means, to a full-screen 
display which is a program execution screen of the program executed by the program execution means, where the shifting of the display 
includes an animation display," in order to clearly define the process of shifting the displayed image using an animated sequence of 
images.
